Below is correspondence with Rachid of Covance regarding the status of programming and the generation of tables and 
listings. Data from the CRFs and Questionnaires have been programmed and are currently undergoing QC processing. 
Expectations are that this will be completed by mid-November. With regards to the biomarker data, their plans are to 
submit all biomarker data to QC processing by the end of January when ail of the data for the biomarkers are received. 

The information for the tables and listings pertaining to the biomarkers is contained in one program and therefore 
reviewing the data for a single biomarker would necessitate multiple QCs as the data would undergo QC processing 
whenever a new biomarker is added. Covance will be able to provide portions of the analyses that maybe updated as we 
go farther along.

Here is an update in regards to where we are. Please see the RAP’s Table of Contents for reference. All the tables and 
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listings (based on data from CRFs/Questionnaire) below have gone through the programming phase since we have all 
the data. available tor them . They are currently going through the quality control Phase. The programming regarding the 
biomarkers is ongoing and expected to be totally finished and submitted for quality control around the end of January. All 
the repeated measures portion of the statistical analyses (programming) are expected to be finished by the end of next 
month. We do expect to send you some of the tables and listings by mid November (including some biomarkers data). 
Nonlinear analyses are expected to begin on December. Please realize that we expect to receive all the biomarker data 
no earlier than January 18. However we are moving with the programming as the data are obtained. Please let me know 
if you have any other questions.
